to clean the sewer nut and so this ends 
the matter. The report of Mr. Woolman 
is as follows; 
“ Concerning the accum ulation of sand 
in th** general sewer, I have to say that 
I have made a thorough exam ination of 
the entire length of the sewer and find 


as follows: From the

Kindred street bridge* tho s a m e is clean, 
from th** bridge to a 
point between Ivy 
and H olly Streets there is a de|*nsit 


sand having its g r e a t e s t depth 1$ inches 
about opposite th*.* th**

tank there is von little sand, but a eon 
side rabic amount of block muck, mostly 


in the corners of the box.
